RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



In response to the Restriction Requirement dated February 23, 2004 5 Applicants elect 
Group ELI, Claims 38-52,91, drawn to a method to monitor activity of an enzyme comprising 
monitoring addition or removal of a phosphate moiety for prosecution on the merits, with 
traverse. 

Applicants respectfully request clarification of the species election referred to on page 1 1 
of the Restriction Requirement. The species election refers to claims 12 and 13. The claims as 
filed with the application were incorrectly numbered such that the patent application was not 
filed with claims 12 and 13. In view of the lack of clarity regarding claims 12 and 13, and since 
the claims of elected group ELI do not refer to fluorescently labeled peptides, Applicants have 
not responded to the species election.
